They visit-
ed eleven interior towns and
were given hospitality in
623 homes

In April of this year,
Sandy and the cast
were invited to Italy where
they toured the country and
performed for two months
before returning to the

United States. Major cities
in which they performed
were Rome, Naples, Venice
and Milan,

After a brief stop in New
York, the cast accepted an
invitation from President
Mobutu to come to the
Congo for a three week tour
of that country, but Sandy
declined this trip in order
to return home to Torrance
for her brother's graduation
Regardless of what coun-
tries they visit, they learn
the songs for a two-hour
show in the language of that
country.

Early in July of this year,
she and her parents, Mr
and Mrs. James E. Bramlett
and her brother, Jim, of
18301 Patronella, drove to
New Rochelle, New York
so she could rejoin the cast
upon their return from the
Congo. Jim has also joined
the traveling cast of “Up
With People™” and as soon as
the filming of the telecast
was completed the cast left
for Canada where they are
now appearing. Jim was
